the French name. You boaft of a regard for juftice! 
and yet you invade the territory of a Republic in allance 
with France, without provocation, and without its ha- 
ving given you the leaft reafon for fach conduct. You 
have attacked the French troops, who trufted in the 
moft facred defence, the law of nations, and the fecu- 
rity of treaties. You have fired at our flags of truce 
which were preceeding from Tivoli to Vicavero, and 
you have made the French garrifon at Rieti prifoners 
of war. You have attacked our troops on the heights 
of Terni, and yet you do not call that a declaration of 
war! The force of circumftances alone conitrained us 
to evacuate the city of Rome, but, believe me (and you, 
Sir, well know the truth of what I am about to fay,) 
that the conquerors of Europe will avenge fuch pro- 
ceedings. . ; 

At prefent I confine myfelf merely to ftating our in- 

juries: the French army will do the reft. I declare to 
you, Sir, that I place our fick, the Commiffary of War, 
Valville, and the other Frenchmen wiso have remained 
at Rome to take care of them, under the care of all the 
foldiers whom you command.’ If a hair of their head 4 
be hurt, it fhall be the fignal for the death of all the 
Neapolitan army. The French Republicans are not 
affailins ; but the Neapolitan Generals, the officers, and 
the foldiers, who were taken prifoners of war on the 
day-before yelterday on the heights of Terni, fhall an- 
fwer with their heads for their fafety. Your fummons 
to the commander of the Fort of St Angelo is of fuch 
a nature, that I have made it public, in order to add to 
the indignation and to the horror which your threats in- 
fpire, and which we defpife as much as we do the con- 
fequences that are to be apprehended from them.

While General Mack was fending thefe infolent fum- 
monfes, General Rufca, who commanded a divifion of 
the French army, was deftroying part of the Neapolitan 
army. ‘The following is the letter of General Cham- 
pionet, in which he gives the details of this affair, -which 
he announced only in a haity poltfcript to his firft let- 
ter :—

“Head Quarters at San Benedetto, 1x Frimaire—Dec r. 
CITIZENS DIRECTORS, 

The Neapolitan Army had entered the territory of 
the Roman Republic three days'before the head of their 
column appeared at Porto Fermo; their progrefs was 
marked by every provocation to revolt, and to the maf- 
facre of the friends ofthe French Republic. The houfes 
of the Republicans were plundered, their families in- 
fulted, and the tocfin every where rung on the approach 
of our army to excite the people to murder our troops. 
On the firft rumour of fo unexpected an attack, Gene- 
ral Rufca, confulting only his own valour, maréghed to 
Porto Fermo, with the 27th light battalion, the 17th 
and 73d of the line,‘and three detachments of the rgth 
dragoons. His troops were in want of every thing ; 
thofe of the enemy were furnifhed with all they could 


require—+provifions, ammunition, a numerous train of 


artulery, and a confiderable’ body of cavalry ; but the 
courage of Republicans is fuperior ‘to every difficulty. 
—Atfter an engagement of two hours, the enemy retited 
with the greateit hafte, leaving behind them their tents, 


baggage, artillery, chelts, and a confiderable number of 


their dead ; three ftandards, and more than 600 prifo- 
nets; 30 pieces of cannon, and 40 covered waggons. 
In fhort,. Citizén Direétors, never was there a more 
complete defeat. ‘Two of the enemy’s tartans, laden 
with provifions, were taken, and two others funk, I 
cannot fufficiently praife the courage of all the brave 
men who have diftinguifhed themfelves on this occafion. 
Genera! Rufca himfelf deferves the higheft eulogium, 
as well as the Chiefs of the 27th light troop, 17th and 
73d of the line. A  ferjeant of the 73d demi-brigade, 
and a brigadier of the 1gth regiment. of dragoons, 
carried off three ftandards, in the midft of a fire of 
mufquetry. I have defired General Rufca to appoint 
them f{ub-lieutenants. 

I fhould be happy if it were in.my power to make as 
favourable a report of the generofity of our enemies, as 
the valour of our own foldiers ; but fuch has been their 
barbarity, that two of our brave foldiers were found 
fhot, with their hands bound, as well as the A:dile and 
Adjutant of the Commune’of Pedra, who had refufed 
to {trike the tri-coloured Roman flag. I have complain- 
ed of this act of barbarity.. It hall be avenged !

ment. The retreat was effected in the belt order; on 
the morning of the 26th. The French Commiffioners 
the Confuls, the Senate, the. Roman Tribunes; sha 
Conftituted Authorities, and a’ part of the National 
Guard, followed the Head-quarters. The French 
who did not follow the army, and who took the road 
to Tufcany, were very ill treated at Viterbo and Agua 
Pendente, the inhabitants of which places rofe in a ftateof 
infurrection on receiving intelligence that the King of 
Naples was marching againft Rome. Some of “the fi. 
gitives were plundered ; and the accounts brought by 
thofe who arrived laft, lead us to. entertain apprehben. 
fions for the fafety of thofe whom they left behind 
them. We have no news: of Citizens Mechin’ and 
Margourit, who took this route. When we arrived at 
Tufcany we learnt that Leghorn was in poffession of 
the Neapolitans, to the number of Gooo. — Nelfn in 
erfon was commanding this expedition. After faint 
refiftance, the Tufcan Government figned the capita) 
lation whieh was prefented to them.” ‘ 
A convention was figned at Lucerne, on the 3oth 
November, between Citizens Perrochel, the Frenth 
minifter, and Begos, the minitter for forcign affairs of 
the Helvetic Republic.

Extract of a letter from Adjutant-General Boyer, to the Com” 


nites f ief of the r of England. 
mander in Chief of the army of — Cairo, July 28. 
“« My General, 

« Qur entrance into Grand Caira will doubtlefs. ex- 
cite that fenfation at home which every extraordinary 
event is calculated to produce 5. but whea you come to 
know the kind of enemy we had to combat, the little 
art they employed apainit us,, aad the perfect nullity of 
all their meafures, our expedition and our victories wil 
to you very common things. We began by ma- 
king ao ailault upon a place. without any defence, and 
garrifoned by about 500 Janiffaries, of whom fcarce a man 
knew how to level a mufket. I allude to Alexandria, 
a tuge and wrerched deeleton of a plage, open-on every 
tide, and molt certainly very unable to refft the efforts 
of 25,000 men, who attacked it at the fame initant.— 
We folt, notwithttanding, 150 men, whom we might 
have preferved by only fummoning the town, but it was 
thought neeeflary to begin by ttriking terror. iato the 
enemy. After this we marched againttthe Mamelukes ; 
a people highly celebrated among the Egyptians for their 
bravery. ‘ats rabble (L cannot call them foldiers ) 
which has not the molt triiling idea of taétics, and 
which knows nothing of war but the blood that is fpilt 
in it, appeared for the firdt time oppofed to our arary on 
the 13th of July. From the firit dawn of day, they 
made a general difplay of their forces, which ftraggled 
round and round out of the army like fo many cattle, 
fometimes galloping, and fometimes pacing in groups of 
10, 50, 100, &e.
